2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-58 meet the criteria set out in POT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest tooth whitening 
strips which dissolve in the oral cavity following use. 

PROSISE et al disclose dissolvable tooth whitening strips, but the reference is published after the international filing date. 

TAPOLSKY et al disclose biodegradable mucosal drug delivery systems and demonstrate the general state of the art, but do not fairly 
suggest, teach or disclose the use of tooth whitening agents. 

Claims 1-58 meet the criteria set out in PCX Article 33(4); Uie applicability of the claimed whitening strips to the oral care and dental 
industries is self-evident. 
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
